sion in Haiti left Wednesday night to 
meet a 48-hour expulsion deadline 
imposed by the government. The mis- 
sion had acted as a monitor of human 
rights abuses. Cedras said it had been 
ordered out because it had not 
respected legal norms. 

The expulsion prompted President 
Clinton to again raise the possibility 
of an invasion to depose the coup 
leaders. 

Wednesday U.S. Embassy workers, 
investigating a reported massacre of 
12 young men, confirmed they had 
found a dozen corpses in a village just 
west of the capital of Port-au-Prince. 

It was not clear who killed the men, 
but soldiers ordered villagers to 
quickly bury the corpses Tuesday 
morning. 

Also leaving Haiti on Wednesday 
were 171 Haitians who have proven 
claims for U.S. political asylum. 

Air France, the lone carrier still 
serving Haiti, said Wednesday it had 
canceled all flights after Aug. 1. A 
refugee official said French citizens 
had priority on all remaining out- 
bound flights. 

The U.S. Coast Guard reported that 
770 more Haitian boat people were 


picked up Tuesday, bringing the total 


to 15,107 in July and 23,469 so far 
this year. 

Cedras said he didn’t want a con- 
frontation with the world. 

“The government doesn’t want to 
provoke the international community, 
doesn’t want a confrontation,’ Cedras 
said. “It simply wants to affirm our 
sovereign right to exist as a nation, no

Bill Bowness was an athlete. He 
was on the high school water polo 
team, played on the tennis team and 
enjoyed a little snow and water skiing 
now and then. 

Then the accident happened. 

While towing a car, the hitch came 
undone and the loosened vehicle sent 
his own car crashing over an embank- 
ment. 

The doctor didn’t think he would 
make it. 

He lived, but a spinal cord injury 
left him paralyzed from the waist 
down. At the age of 18, he had to face 
the rest of his life as a paraplegic. 

Today, at 35, Bowness owns a water 
ski instruction business. He is a certi- 


fied water and snow ski instructor and 
loves his job. 

“I’m never going to be rich, be ri 
always have a smile on my face,” he 
said. 

Bowness said he accepted and 
adjusted to his disability rather quick- 
ly. 

“T attribute that to my strong com- 
petitive nature,” he said. 

“TI had a strong support system of 
family and friends — they’d give me 
a kiss on the cheek when I needed 
encouragement, and a kick in the butt 
when I needed a push,” Bowness said. 

As a member of the U.S. Disabled 
Snow Ski Team, he won a silver and 
two bronze medals at the 1994 Winter 
Olympics, and at the First World 
Disabled Water Ski Championships in 
1993, he added five gold medals to

PROVO — Mayor George Stewart’s decision to close the city’s outdoor 
swimming pool on Sundays came as a | Surprise to the City Council and has 
-angered residents. 

‘Stewart closed the Veteran’s sutdour facility at the request of the city’s 
‘Reereation and Leisure Services Board, which recommended the action at a 
May meeting. The board said it was too expensive to keep the pool open on 
Sundays. 

., Stewart also said community standards dictate the pool should be closed on a 
day that many area religions consider as their Sabbath. He also noted that the 
library, city offices and recreational leagues did not operate on Sunday. The 
exception is the East Bay Golf Course. 

“T made a decision when I ran for this office that I was going to represent the 
majority of people in this city,” he said. “I think that I have done that. If I 
‘haven’t, I guess I'll find out next year.” 

Councilman James Daley said closing the pool has eliminated the opportunity 
for children from low-income families to have a place to go on Sundays.

.__ The research suggests that ruptured disks may not mean much for many peo- 
ple, and they certainly cannot be assumed to be the source of a patient’s back- 
ache. 
The study, conducted by radiologists, also casts doubt on wide use of one of 
the mainstays of their profession — employing MRIs to look for quirks in the 
lower spine. 


Reward offered for information on hotel fire 


SANDY — A fire that gutted a $4.2 million hotel under construction was set 
deliberately and developers are offering a reward of up to $6,000 for informa- 
tion leading to the arsonist, officials said. 

' The fire Friday destroyed the structure and briefly threatened the lives of 
more than 60 construction workers, although none were injured. Damage was 
estimated at nearly $2 million. 

___ “Whoever started this was not particularly concerned with the safety of the 
(workers),” said Guy Woodbury of Bienvenue Inc., a subsidiary of Woodbury 
Corp., which also owns and operates the adjacent Hampton Inn. 

“I’m. just glad we’re here talking about an investigation of property damage 
rather than a homicide investigation,” he said. 


~ School recognized for fat reduction in lunches 


The Healthy Food Healthy Kids coalition has recognized 35 schools in the 
Alpine School District for making progress toward the reduction of fat content 
in the school lunch program. 

“I commend the schools for their participation in the Healthy Food Healthy 
Kids program,” said Ilene Carter, Alpine District’s director of Food Service. 
“We need to help lower the fat intake of our children and change their eating 
habits towards a more healthy lifestyle.” 

The “Silver Fork” awards given to these schools recognize the headway the 
school are making toward meeting new federal guidelines on fat content. 

Under the new regulations, schools will procure that no more than 30 percent 
of lunch calories come from fat and no more than 10 percent of those calories 
can come from saturated fat. These guidelines must be fully implemented with- 
in the next four years. 

“Tt'is definitely important to give kids a healthy lunch because they need to 
grow up healthy and fat intake will affect that a lot,” said Nathan Walker, 
senior from Olympia, Wash. majoring in Sports Medicine.

Economic woes weigh down N. Kore

SEOUL, South Korea — For Kim 
Jong Il, securing his place as North 
Korea’s leader was probably the easy 
part. Now, he has to cope with the 
isolated state’s most pressing prob- 
lem: its moribund economy. 

Boding ill for those efforts is the 
fact that Kim — who has taken the 
leadership following last week’s 
death of his father, Kim I] Sung — 
has already been responsible for day- 
to-day operations of the government 
for some time. 

Western diplomats believe the 
younger Kim, 52, may have even 
been the architect of policies that 
have helped send the North’s econo- 
my into a downward spiral — or at 
least failed to strengthen it. 

Under Kim Jong Il, the isolated 
North is likely to pursue a Chinese- 
style economic policy, some experts 
predict. 

“It’s only a matter of time for Kim 
Jong Il’s North Korea to take the road 
to economic openness. There is no 
other choice,” said Kim Hak-jun, a 
political science professor at Dankuk 
University. 

But Kim said such a path would 
lead to failure — unless fundamental 
changes are made in the North’s rigid 
central control over its economy. 

The North’s huge defense expendi- 
tures are also a major stumbling block 
in efforts to revive the economy, they 
said. The country spent $5.5 billion, 
one-third of its annual budget, on 
defense in 1992, according to South 
Korean figures. 

The North’s economy, never robust, 
fell on even harder times when the 
hard-line state lost most of its former 
trading partners with the collapse of 
communism in the Soviet Union and 
Eastern Europe. 

The isolation was heightened by the 


elder Kim’s philosophy of self- 
reliance, known as “juche.” Under it, 
North Korea’s 22 million people were 
cut off economically and politically 
from the rest of the world. 

Defectors from the North have told 
tales of hunger and hardship, espe- 
cially in the countryside. In a tightly 
policed state like North Korea, 
though, discontent would have to be 
extreme to erupt into unrest. 

North Korea seldom releases eco- 
nomic figures. But by its own 
acknowledgement last year, its econo- 
my is facing “grim difficulties.” 

According to the Bank of Korea, 
South Korea’s central bank, the 
North’s economy shrank 4.3 percent 
last year and 7.6 percent in 1992. 

By the end of 1993, the North’s per 
capita income was estimated at $904, 
compared with $7,466 in the capitalist 
South, the bank said. 

The North’s trade is also sharply 
limited, with little immediate prospect 
for improvement. 

According to Japanese government 
figures, North Korea’s trade totaled 
$2.7 billion in 1991 and $2.8 billion 
in 1992. Those figures were compiled 
with statistics from China, Russia and 
22 other countries trading with the 
North. 

South Korea’s state-run Korea 
Development Bank estimated the 
North’s trade deficit at $590 million 
in 1993. 

China is North Korea’s biggest trad- 
ing partner, and their two-way trade 
hit a record $890 million in 1993. 
That was up about 30 percent from 
the previous year, according to the 
Beijing government. 

In 1984, North Korea adopted a 
joint venture law to attract foreign 
investment. But it generated only a 
small amount of investment, nearly 
all from pro-North Korean residents 
of Japan. 


Dutch army targets hair

AMSTERDAM, Netherlands — 
Career soldiers want the Dutch army 
to get a hair cut. 

Soldiers have been allowed to wear 
their hair long since the 1970s, as a 
way of easing resistance by draftees. 
But the draft is being phased out, and 
career soldiers want the army to look 
clean-cut like its NATO allies. 

“We want a professional look for a 
professional army,” army spokesman 
Lars Poppers said Wednesday. 

Members of the only all-volunteer 
unit, the Air Mobile Brigade, already 
have agreed to keep their hair short, 
foregoing the ponytails and beards 
worn by many Dutch soldiers. 

“The wild locks of the Dutch mili- 
tary are known the world over,” said 
De Telegraaf, the nation’s largest 
newspaper. “They are a symbol for 
the democratizing of the Netherlands’ 
army.’ 

They’re also a symbol of what some 
critics say is the lack of discipline 
among Dutch soldiers. 

The draft will be phased out by 
1998, as the government focuses on

creating an all-volunteer force. The 
army currently has 21,700 volunteers 
and 22,100 draftees. 

The soldiers’ union — another dis- 
tinctive feature of the Dutch military 
— thinks the voluntary haircut policy 
in One unit is a step toward ordering 
everyone with long hair to get it cut. 

“We feel that with the scrapping of 
the draft, some top brass people feel 
it’s a legitimate time to turn the clock 
back to the “SOs,” said Bauke Snoep, 
president of the Federation of Military 
Personnel. 

The union says soldiers are ready to 
visit the barber in wartime when long 
hair or a beard might get in the way of 
a gas mask. 

“But I can’t see the point that people 
doing office jobs here in the 
Netherlands should have to have their 
hair cut,” Snoep said. 

Poppers denied military comman- 
ders were considering banning flow- 
ing hair. 

“This is an internal agreement with- 
in this one professional brigade which 
wants a professional appearance,” he 
said. “There is no proposal in prepara- 
tion to prohibit long hair.”

Y-Be-Fit prescribes help 
to shape campus curves

Despite living in the fitness-crazed 
90’s, many students have no idea how 
fit they really are. 

That’s what people participating in 
BYU’s Y-Be-Fit program are finding 
out. ‘ 

How does one find out one’s fitness 
level? 

Take a hydrostatic body-fat test, a 
blood-cholesterol level test, a cardio- 
vascular treadmill test, a lifestyle/eat- 
ing habit test and a strength test to get 
started. 

The problem is most people don’t 
have access to the equipment needed 
to do all of these tests. 


That is why BYU offers a fitness : 


and wellness program to BYU stu- 
dents and faculty. 

“We. do all kinds of tests and ques- 
tionnaires here to help people deter- 
mine their fitness level,” said J.R. 
Martin, co-director of the Y-Be-Fit 
program. 

“Once we know the specific areas 
where a person is weak, we can help 
him find a program for improvement. 
The hardest part for most people is 
knowing where to start.” 

The Y-Be-Fit staff run comprehen- 
sive health evaluations that incorpo- 
rate past medical history, strength, 
eating habits and body shape to deter- 
mine where a person should begin on 
their own fitness program. 

Martin said that the Y-Be-Fit pro- 


gram not only offers excellent equip- 
ment and technology to more accu- 
rately determine a person’s needs, but 
personal counseling to find a fitness 
program best suited to that individual. 

“After people have taken all of the 
preliminary tests, we have them come 
in and take a body-fat test,’ Martin 
said. 

“We have a large water tank for peo- 
ple to submerge themselves in. This 
test is a lot more accurate than the old 
pinch-test, and we help people know 
what all the numbers mean after- 
wards.” 

Martin said that once test results are 
in, a 65 page book is compiled for 
each individual that interprets the test 
results and outlines fitness programs 
needed to better weak areas. 

Norm White, an MTC staff member, 
said the Y-Be-Fit program has helped 
him go from “poor” to “ideal” regard- 
ing his body fat percentage. 

“The Y-Be-Fit program has been a 
great experience,” White said. 

“T started in January of 1993 and I 
had a 24 percent body fat. One year 
later I was down to 15 percent.” 

White also said that he likes the fact 
that the Y-Be-Fit staff doesn’t dictate 
what to do, but rather they make sev- 
eral suggestions and let the person 
choose how to proceed. 

“T don’t think I look any more hand- 
some, but I feel great,” White said. “I 
haven’t had any major bronchial 
attacks or near the allergy problems as 
I have had in the past.”

In 1979, Morris went to the Chicago 
Cubs’ single-A club in Davenport, lowa 
and played there for two years. 

Morris said the road to the big leagues 
is a tough one and requires a lot of time 
with little pay. His wife, Lisa, was a big 
help for him during those two years in 
Towa. 

“She’s been a great mate,” Morris said. 
“We're best friends and really have a 
good relationship. When I was playing 
minor league baseball, she was the one 
really making the income.” 

Morris said his father pushed him and 
his brother to. excel in sports, but the 
pushing was positive and made them 
better athletes.

Y stadium almost used for World Cup

BYU. students and residents of 
Provo would just now be recovering 
from preliminaries of the World Cup 
soccer series had BYU’s Cougar 
Stadium been chosen as one of its 
competition sites. And it just about 
was. 

Organizers of the 1994 World Cup 
soccer tournament considered Cougar 
stadium as one of the nine venues, 
Larry Duffin, director of special 
events for Cougar stadium said. 

An inquiry, coordinated through the 
Utah Sports Authority, proposed to 
make Cougar stadium the third west- 
ern venue for the world’s largest 
sports tournament. 

Duffin said the idea never really 
materialized into a serious bid and 
completely phased out when it was 


learned it would cost $5 to $8 million 
to make the necessary adjustments to 
Cougar stadium. 

To make Cougar stadium compatible 
for World Cup play, eight rows of 
seats would have to be torn out to 
meet the regulation width of the field. 
This would require tearing into the 
thick concrete that supports the seat- 
ing. A 

In addition-to tearing out seating, 
the entire field would have to be 
ripped out. World Cup soccer regula- 
tions require a flat field so that a ball 
laid in one corner of the field would 
be visible to someone laying down on 
the grass. at the opposite corner. 
Cougar Stadium has a slight crown in 
the field for drainage, Duffin said. 
Finally, workers would have to erect 
fan control fences with barb wire. 

There is some question whether a 
city like Provo could handle an event

SALT LAKE CITY — State offi- 
cials have put their new FI-NET com- 
puter network on line in a high-tech 
effort to eliminate thousands of gov- 
ernment forms and hours of costly 
paper shuffling. 

Raylene Ireland, director of the state

“one of the premiere efforts of the 
state’s electronic superhighway.” 

Ireland’s department is responsible 
for overseeing state finances. 

The FI-NET system, developed by 
Virginia-based American 
Management Systems, has taken more 
than $3 million and three years to 
install. It is expected to save the state 
at least $400,000 a year.

Duffin said that the scarcity of hotel 
space has been a concern for events 
like the NCAA basketball tournament 
organizers when they looked at Provo 
as a regional sight. 

“The event itself is not the only 
thing going on when you are talking 
about the World Cup,” Duffin said. 
“This is something that countries are 
very passionate about and there is a 
lot of celebrating and festivities going 
on off the field.” :

Lounging by the pool will not cost 
extra, but golfing on the green is 
going to tax you plenty in Provo 
because of the recent application of 
Utah sales tax to recreational fees. 

Because of the sales tax changes 
adopted this year, Provo City 
Recreational Centers are required to 
add sales tax to all admissions fees, 
but the sales tax at the Provo 
Recreational Center and Pool and the 
Provo Veterans Pool and Waterslide 
Park will be paid by the city. 

The Provo Municipal Council 
adopted a resolution Tuesday that 
allows Utah sales tax to be included 
within the present recreational fees, 
excluding fees at the East Bay golf 
course. 

According to the resolution, the city 
will absorb the cost of the additional 
sales tax and not raise the admission 
fees at the municipal pools. 


Utah cost of living tops national rate; : 


All fees at the golf course will 
remain the same, but are subject to 
sales tax. 

“The Municipal Council finds the 
absorption of these sales tax fees by 
the city is in the furtherance of the 
health, safety and general welfare of 
the citizens of Provo,” according to 
the resolution. ; 

In a letter to the Municipal Council, 
Sid Sandberg, Chairman of the 
Recreation and Leisure Services 
Board, recommended there be no 
change in pool fees because they did 
not want to restrict citizens, especially 
young people, from enjoying the 
recreation because of how much it 
costs. 

The sales tax became effective July 
1, due to a Senate bill adopted this 
year by the Utah Legislature. 


According to Senate Bill No. 191, : 


all admissions and user fees for any 
amusement, entertainment, recreation, 
exhibition, cultural and athletic actiyi-- 
ty are now subject to Utah sales tax. 


June inflation shows sharp increase

SALT LAKE CITY — The cost of 
living along the Wasatch Front was 
double the national rate of inflation in 
June. It was the fifth month in a row 
for an overall increase. 

First Security bank chief economist 
Kelly K. Matthews reported increases 
in the cost of clothing, transportation, 
groceries, health care and housing. 
Utility costs remained stable and only 
the cost of dining out dropped. 

The Wasatch Front cost-of-living 
index was released Wednesday to 
coincide with the release of national 
figures showing inflation at a moder- 
ate .3 percent for June. 

Utah’s numbers, Matthews said, 
aren’t quite as grim as they appear. 
Going back six months, Utah’s infla- 
tion rate has been clipping along at 
2.2 percent, where the rate nationally 
has been 2.4 percent. 

What happened this month, 
Matthews said, was that the cost of 
transportation, which had been low 
over the past several months, took a 
jump. 


Combined with Utah’s booming 
housing industry and accompanying 
higher prices, Utah’s rate of inflation 
took a bump in June. 

“The simple answer is that Utah 
housing costs have been noticeably 
above the national average,” 
Matthews said. “For a good portion of 


last year, that increase was offset by ~ 


the cost of gas and transportation 


being down. The last three or four - ~ 
months, they have started to catch — 


up.” 

Matthews also pointed to the rate of 
inflation over the past six years. With 
1988 as the baseline year, Matthews 
said Utah costs have increased 24:5 
percent, while national inflation 
weighed in at 26.9 percent. 

The cost of buying food away from 
home fell 1.2 percent in June, the only 
one of the seven specific categories 
used to determine the rate to show 
any decrease. Miscellaneous costs, 
such as personal care items and edu- 
cation, fell .7 percent. _ 

Housing led the way for the remain- 
ing categories, showing a .2 percent 
increase in June.

Leavitt kicks off state centennial

SALT LAKE CITY -+ Gov. Mike 
Leavitt was ready to sign a proclama- 
tion commemorating Utah Centennial 
history with the same pen used by 
President Grover Cleveland.

One hundred years ago on a 


Saturday night, Cleveland picked up 
an elaborately carved, solid silver 
penholder, attached a regular steel 
stub tip and signed the Enabling Act 
for Utah Statehood. Eighteen months 
later, Utah became the nation’s 45th 
state. 

Unfortunately for Joseph L. 
Rawlins, Utah delegate to the U.S. 
Congress and initiator of the state- 
hood action, the president forgot to 
use the solid gold pen tip Rawlins had 
purchased just for the occasion. 


At the time, The Salt Lake Tribune . 


reported of the goof, the best-laid 
plans had “gang aft aglee.” 

While Leavitt’s plans to use the 
original pen were defeated, the his- 
toric writing instrument was on dis- 


play during the ceremony, said 
Centennial Commission Director Kim 
Burningham. 

The governor’s proclamation kicked 
off the state’s centennial celebration 
by commemorating the July 16, 1894, 
approval of the Enabling Act. 

The act called for election of dele- 
gates to establish a state constitution 
deemed suitable by the Congress. The 
act came four years after the Church’s 
prohibition of polygamy, but there 
still were detractors. 

Among them was the Ladies’ Home 
Missionary Society, which claimed to 
have “positive information from mis- 
sionaries scattered through the 
Territory” that polygamy still was 
common.

“He got the wires hooked up, 
and everything just blowed up,” 
Hensley said. 

After regaining consciousness, 
Hensley looked for his son. 

“Oh, Dad. Oh, Dad.’ Those 
were the last words Masel said to 
me,’ Hensley said. The son died 
three days later. 

The explosion blew off Lonnie 
Hensley’s hands and injured his 
eyes, chest, lungs, legs and geni- 
tals. It ripped the clothes from all 
three men’s bodies, sending the 
remnants onto power lines over- 
head. 

“All I had left was the waist 


| band of my pants on,” said 


Hensley, who now walks with a 
limp and has trouble hearing. He 
also showed the jury burn scars 
on his chest and legs.
